No, 26-Pres./69. — The President is pleased to rename the 
awards of Defence Security Corps Medal Class I and Defence 
Security Corps Medal Class 11, the institution of which was 
notified in this Secretariat Notification No. 54-Pres./64, dated 
the 10th July, 1964, as "Unxtat Raksha Suraksha Corps 
Medal” and “Raksha Suraksha Corps Medal”, respectively, 
and to make, ordain and establish the following ordinances 
which shall be deemed to have effect from the Eighteenth 
day of November in the year One Thousand Nine Hundred 
and Sixty Eight : — 

UNNAT RAKSHA SURAKSHA CORPS MEDAL 

Firstly. — The Medal shall be styled and designated the 
‘UNNAT RAKSHA SURAKSHA CORPS MEDAL" (here- 
inafter referred to as the medal). 

Secondly,- — Tire medal shall be circular in shape and shall 
bo 35 millimetres in diameter. The medal shall bo made of 
standard silver. It shall have embossed on the obverse the 
State Emblem 22 millimetres in height. On the reverse it 
shall have embossed a five pointed star over two crossed 
swords and a shield, and the inscription in Hindi 
C5 tt grfsrr th tth” along tho periphery. The medal 
shall have a scroll pattern swivel fitting of 35 millimetres 
width for tho riband. A sealed pattern of the medal shall 
be deposited and kept. 

Thirdly. — The medal shall be suspended from the left 
breast by a silk riband 32 millimetres In width. The riband 
shall be of light blue, with one vertical stripe of yellow 1 
millimetre in width on cither side. 

Fourthly. — The medal shall be awarded annually by the 
Chief of the Army Staff. Non-Commissioned Officers and 
Other Ranks of the Defence Security Corps who have ren- 
dered a minimum of seven years’ service in the Corps and 
fifteen years’ combined service in the Dcfcnco Security Corps 
and the Armed Forces, distinguished throughout by highly 
good conduct, shall be elijjible for the medal. The medal 
shall carry with it a gratuity of Rs. 50 to be paid In two 
years at the rate of Rs. 25 per year. For tho purpose of 
{he awardi only such service as counts for pension, and gratuity 
shall be taken into consideration. 

Fifthly. — The scale of award of the medal shall be 2 pci- 
thousand Non-Commissioned Ofliccrs/Othcr Ranks. 

Lastly. — -It shall be competent for the Government to 
frame such instructions as may be necessary to carry out the 
purposes of these Ordinances. 

RAKSHA SURAKSHA CORPS MEDAL 

Firstly. — ‘ The medal shall be styled and designated the 
“RAKSHA SURAKSHA CORPS MEDAL" (hereinafter 
referred to as the medal). 

Secondly, — The medal shall be circular in shape and shall 
be 35 millimetres in diameter. The medal shall be made of 
Bronze. The medal shall have embossed on the observe the 
State Emblem 22 millimetres in height. On the reverse it 
shall have embossed a five pointed star over two crossed 
swords and a shield, and the inscription in Hindi ‘‘TSTf 
9FWT along the periphery. The medal shall have 

a. scroll pattern swivel fitting of 35 millimetres width for tho 
riband. A sealed pattern of the medal shall bo deposited 
.and kept. 

Thirdly, — The medal shall be suspended from the lei t 
breast by a silk riband 32 millimetres in width. The riband 
shall be of light blue, with two vertical stripes of yellow 1 
millimetre in width and 2 millimetres apart on either side. 

^ Fourthly . — The medal shall be awarded annually by the 
Chief of the Army Staff. Such of the Non-Commissioned 
Officers and Other Ranks of the Defence Security Corps as 
have fulfilled the condition of eligibility for the award of 
“Urrnat Raksha Suraksha Corps Medal”, but have not receiv- 
ed the same and arc under transfer to the Pension Establish- 
ment, or have been transferred thereto since the last awards 
were made, shall be considered for the “RAKSHA SURAK- 
SHA CORPS MEDAL”, Recipients of this medal shall not 


be entitled to any gratuity. For purposes of the award only 
such service as counts for pension and gratuity shall be taken 
into consideration. 

Fifth ly . — The scale of award of the medal shall be 2 per 
thousand Non-Commissioned Officcrs/Othcr Ranks. 

Lastly. — It shall be competent for the Government to 
frame such instructions as may be necessary to carry out the 
purposes of these Ordinances,

— In Ministry of Home Affairs 
notification No. F, 32/2/67-Estt.(E), dated the 22nd June, 
1968, for the existing para 18, substitute the following:— 

“18. A candidate must bo in good mental and bodily 
health and free from any physical defect likely to Interfere 
with the discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. 
A candidate who after such physical examination as 
Government or the appointing authority, as the case may 
be, may prescribe, is found not to satisfy these require- 
ments, will not be appointed, Any candidate called for 
viva voce by the Commission may be required to undergo 
physical examination.

Amendment (1) 

PARA VII. Substitute the following for tire existing para 
VH : — 

“RATE OF INTEREST AND ITS PAYMENTS. 

The rate of interest on the loans sanctioned under these 
instructions will be based on the rate charged by the Govern- 


ment from industrial undertakings from time to time. At 
present this rate of interest including the 'rebate works out 
to 9 to 94% per annum depending on the duration of the 
loan. A rebate of 21% will be allowed provided that punc- 
tual payments of instalments of the loan amount and interest 
are made and also that the applicant company complies with 
all other provisions contained in these instructions and the 
connected documents executed in connection with the loan. 
In case the applicant company makes any default it shall be 
liable to pay interest at the rafe at which the loan has been 
advanced both in respect of Instalments of amount of the 
loan and of the interest due and outstanding and no rebato- 
of 21% will be allowed. When all the arrears are paid, 
and defaults, if any, rectified, rebate on future punctual pay- 
ments will bo restored. 

Interest on the loan will be payable on a half yearly basis 
commencing from lire date on which the amount of loan is 
drawn by the applicant company until tho loan is repaid in 
full.’* 

Amendment (2) 

PARA IX. In para IX of the Instructions delete item (0 
and renumber the existing items (ii) to (iv) as items (i), 
(ii) and (iii).
